Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said protection plate" in line 17 and "the extended 
position" in lines 20 and 24. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

It may be noted that applicant claim a "protective" plate and an "expanded" 
position in claim 1 . 

Claims 2, 4, 5 and 7 each recites the limitation "the extended position" in lines 2- 
4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the extended position" in line 5 and "said protection 
plate" in line 7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 9 recites the limitation "said protection plate" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

2. Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "the" or "said extension plate" in lines 1 0 and 1 1 
and "the extending position" in line 10. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Furthermore there doesn't appear to be sufficient structure set forth in claim 1 1 
for the expansion plate to be "resiliently detained in said extended position" as claimed 
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in calim 11. It is suggested that applicants consider using "means plus function" to 
effect such resilient detention. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "the protection plate" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 16 it isn't clear how the "opening" on line 2 relates to the opening on line 
2 of claim 11. This appears to be a double inclusion. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see page 14 of the amendment, filed 1 0/1 3/05, with 
respect to the objections to the drawings and disclosure have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The objections of the drawings and disclosure have been withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1 -1 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
